They Object +o Compulsory 
Marriage.

Wasninctros. Feb. 7. — The confer- 
ence between Secretary Noble and the 


Sioux Indian delegation begun this | 


morning at the Interior Department. | 
Secretary of War and Mrs. 
and Miss Proctor were present, also 
the wife of Secretary Noble and Miss 
Halstead. The corference was opened 
by Secretary Noble who ‘said, ‘‘You 
were represented here just after the 
agreement with General Crook was 
made. You made certain requests 
and complaints at that time, and you 
received certain promises from me. 
There has been trouble since then, 
and have come again to say what you 
think proper as to the cause of the 
trouble, and to makeany further com- 
plaints you see fit. The Secretary is 
here to tell you that he has kept his 
word, but if there is anything more 
he can do through friendship for the 
Sioux, he is ready to do it. He is 
your iriend and the great Father has 
told him to be your friend. He wants 
you to talk to him asa friend, and he 
will meet you in the same spirit.”’ 
The Secretary then asked if the In- 
dians had made any arrangements 
. aboutspeakers. He could not listen 
to them all, but would listen to a few 
| and he desired them to speak briefly. 
| He added, if no objection was made, 
he would hear from John Grass, Hol- 
low Horn, Bear, American Horse, 
Two Strike, Hump, and Young-Man- 
Afraid-of-his-Horse. In response to 
this Louis Rencoltre said this ar- 
rangement was not satisfactory, as it 
was desired each agency should be 
represented. The Secretary replied 
that he would hear John Grass and 
American Horse, and then take coun- 
sel with them as to who should fol- 
low. John Grass then came forward. 
Rev. C. S. Cook, Episcopal minister 
at Pine Ridge, acted as interperter. 
Grass at once began to speak of the 
recent trouble among the Indians, the 
origin of which he did not know, 
They had come for the purpose of con- 


ferring with the Secretary in regard j¢@" 
Paird. 


to the matter. The Indians, he said, 
did not desire to be driven back to 
their wild life, but wished to consult 
with the President so as to determine 


upon a future. The Indians thought |. 


it desirable that the agents should be 
civilians rather than military, as in 
the past. He said the Indian agents 
has had opportunities to steal, but 
now it was different for them to adopt 
such practices. Agents of late years, 
he said, were good men. In speaking 
of his own reservation, Standing Rock, 
the threatened trouble had been put 
down by Indian police. 

They believed in Indian police, and 
he requested for an increase of fifty 
men. Grass then shook hands with 
the Secretary and took a seat. 

American Horse was the next 
speaker. He displayed considerable 
natural ability and made graceful pre- 
face to his remarks, referring in com- 
plimentary terms to the Secretary and 
ladies. The present government, he 
said, had made mistakes in their at- 
tempts to civilize Indians. He pro- 
ceeded to enumerate their mistakes. 
Instead of positions at agencies being 
filled by Indians, white men crowded 
them out and t+ok places. What his 
people wanted / was a chance to rise 
and fill positions of trust and conse- 
quence that were within their reason. 
He then spoke of religious matters, 
and said there were three religious 
bodies on their reservation who were 
trying to teach them two lead better 
lives, and especially bring abont re- 
ligious marriages, but they did not 
want to be compelled to marry certain 
persons. The Secretary inquired who 
had sought to compel them to marry. 
In reply he referred more prrticularly 
to persons who had eloped. When a 
couple were brought back the agent 
obliged them to be married.

New York, Feb. 7,—Professor Gold- 
win Smith of Toronto, in a letter to 
the TZimes explains the political situ- 
ation in Canada. He says: Theim- 
mediate issue is that of trade with 
the United States, but beneath this 
lies a broader issue between the con- 
tinental and anti- continental policy. 
The Liberals of Canada, whether they 
look for the ultimate entrance of Can- 
ada into the American Union, or not, 
there are now menon this continent 
who regard the inhabitants of the rest 
of it as partners, and desire to culti- 
vate the closest relations with them. 
The Conservatives are anti-continen- 
tal, and they desire to keep Canada 
in all things divided from her conti- 
nental tviews and attached to Great 
Britain, where the social center of 
their party lies; practically, they seek 
to make Canada an engine of con- 
servative aristocracy in Great Britain 
for averting the triumph of the De- 
mocracy in the new world and in 
keeping part of the American conti- 
nent under aristocratic institutions or 
influence of any continental party. 

Sir John McDonald’s chief policy 
has been directed against closer rela- | 
j tions with the United States. The 
Canadian Pacific railway was its des- 
tined intrument through the course of 
events by which his ‘‘national’’ rail- 
way has been converted into a half 
American road, and it seems to prove 
a heipless fight against nature. For 
the commercial question by itself he 
may be said to care comparatively lit- 
tle. Among the people, whatever may 
be their political bearing toward the 
United States, the desire forjfree trade 
with their own continent grows apace. 

If the people were let alone there 
can be no doubt that the verdict 
would bein favor of reciprocity and 
against the protection of the govern- 
}ment. But the people will not be let 
alone. The country has been gov- 
erned for twenty-five years largely by 
corruption carried on by means of fed- 
eral subsidies to provinces which our 
constitution, unfortunately federal, 
grants to local public works, conces- 
sions to contractors and bribery of all 
kinds. These injuries will all be plied 
on the people whose political tone has 
been sadly lowered by long subjection 
to their influence. 

The government majority in the late 
Parliament was over 50 on a division 
in a house of 215 members, so that 
the Liberals have considerable leeway 
to make up. On the other hand, 
government seats were won at the 
last election by small majorities, 
which if the people were to vote freely 
according to their convictions on a 
commercial question, would, no doubt, 
be reversed.

CARSON LETTER, 


What Is Going On at the Hub in a 
Legisiative and Secial Way. 
Carson Crry, Nev., Feb. 6, 1891. 
Epiror Gazetre: One third uf the 
legislative session has been completed, 
or, in round numbers, twenty days, 
at $1,000 per day. The business traus- 
acted can be summed up in about the 
following: The legislative appropria- 
tion bill, election of United States 
Senator and Warden of the State 
Prison—about an hour and a half’s 
work for a good respectable citizens’ 
meeting, did the law a'low it—and 
the cost of the latter would be about 
$15, for notices, hall rent, etc. 

It has cost the State $20,000 to cut 
the chaplains’ salaries of the bodies 
from $3 50 to $2 and reduce the force 
of attaches, by cutting out a couple of 
poor little pages, and one or two 
minor positions. 

Twenty days more will likely elapse 
and $20,000 more of money spent in 
monkeying with the 12 o’clock closing 
law, getting the funeral ready for the 
Constitdtional Convention proposi- 


tion, and some other matters of lesser 
importance, and then will come the 
appropriation bill, which will use up the 
balance of time and money, and ihe 


‘session will adjourn and the sorely 


tried members will return to their sev- 
éral constituencies and resume their 
ordinary duties with a swelling im- 
portance of having served aterm in 
the Legislature. 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL CONVENTION 
Vote has been canvassed by a jvint 
committee, and the report submitted 


is a strong indication of what will be- 
come of the question. It is creditable 
to a few members, however, to note 
their earnestness in grabbing at any 
chance that offers to yet carry the 
point, but it is to be feared that the 
current against them is too strong, 
and they will finally be carried down 
the stream. 


THE STATE BOARD OF EQUALIZATION 

Bill is commented upon in many 
ways; some thinking that were it to 
become a law, it would simply be a 
measure to assist the gerrymandering 
of corporations, while others take the 


view that it would be a check to some 
of the tricks that are practiced and 
bring about a uniform assessment of 
property at a proper proportion of its 
value, lowering the tax in some cases 
and raising it in others. 

The general opinion of the people of 
Carson is that it is the quietest session 
ever held, many remarking that ap- 
pearances would indicate that there 
was nothing out of the regular routine 
going on.

The Views of a Man Whose Opina- 
ion is Worth Bomething. 


of this State is as dependent upon the 
reduction of the expenses of govern- 
ment, State, county and municipal, as 
the hand is upontheeye. The growth 
of the State is as dependent upon the 
intelligent, skillful and economical 
nullification of the waste waters and 
arable arid lands as the brain is upon 
the stomach. 

The school fond of the State should 
be invested and used in the State. 
Why send abroad for investment the 
property we so much need at home? 
Can’t we trust ourselves? There is 


no inhibition in our State constitution 
against investing the school fund of 
the State in bonds of the State. A 
State isa person. No person can be- 
come indebted to him orherself.. The 
only obligation to be discharged is the 
annual distribution of the interest, 
not legs than five per cent to the coim- 
mon schools. If that is. debt, it isa 
perpetuity to be annavally ana cur- 
rently discharged. Taking the aggre- 
gate school fund at two million dol- 
lars the interest at 5 per cent reaches 
only one hundred thousand dollars. 
Washoe county gathers annually more 
than that ataount into her county 
treasury as revenue. Our old consti- 
tution is well enoughin the main. 
In the twenty-six years that we have 
been a State, our people have paid 
more than a million a year in taxes, 
more than twenty-six millions. 

What we need first is to abolish the 
present foolish, extravagant, unneces- 
sary admioistration of the function of 
government with its unemployed, ex- 
travagantly paid retinte of supernu- 
merary officers and : institute instead, 
an administration of one Governur, 
a Secretary of State, and a Treasurer 
for the executive department; a Board 
of three Judges for the judicial de- 
partment, and a smali Legislature to 
hold office for the consecutive ses- 
sions and meet on petition of a major- 
ity of the freeholders of a majority of 
counties of the State. Pay the leg- 
islators per session. 

The ponitive and eleemosynary in- 
stitutions of the State should be gov- 
erned by committees from the exectu- 
tive and judicial departments. 

Compensation for the judicial de- 
partment should be fixed at the 
amount the United States pays for 
similar services, and the judges should 
be selected as the national judiciary is 
selected, and should be as able and of 
even tenure with the national judici- 
ary. County management should be 
in like manner adapted to the require- 
ments of government. 

The amount of money this small 

community has paid in taxes to be 
squandered in government exceeds 
the amount of the original loan of the 
_ United States to the Central Pacific 
railroad. One-half the sum wastefully 
consumed in government would more 
than utilize all the water in sight and 
out of sight in the State, and develop 
all the arid arable land that the water 
could fertilize. Let us have sense. 
There never has been in the history 
of the human family a civil State that 
has produced from natural resources 
go much property per capita of her 
population as Nevada has, or used it 
so indiscreetly. 
Missouri is a high average State in 
this nation. Take the gross prodne- 
tions of that State from field, forest, 
mine and manufacture and divide by 
population, then take the gross pro- 
ductions of Nevada from field, forest, 
mine and manufacture and divide by 
population and Nevada produced in 
any year of any decade of her exist- 
ance ten times as much per capita of 
her population as Missouri did. 

The growth and prosperity of Ne- 
vada will begin where exactions from 
her productions ends. 

We want men to manage govern- 
ment that will work. Persons that 
won’t work ain’t worth a tinker’s dam.

Severe Winters Which Will Al.

A Record of the Cold Snaps Expérienced 
in Great Britain During the Last 
Two Centuries—Six Months of 
Steady Snow. 


The great snow-storm, when the 
Thames was frozen over for nearly four 
months, occurred in 1683-84, says a 
writer in Lomlon Tid-Bits. The frost 
continued without intermission from 
December to February, snow coming 
down almost continuously, so that some 
parts of the country were well-nigh im- 
passable. To-add to the discomfort a 
bitter east wind blew all the time. 
Ships anxious to enter the port of Lon- 
don were obliged to remain at the mouth 


of the Thames, and crewssuffered great 


privations. Provisions were dear, horses 


| and cattle often died of cold, and scarce-

citizens of London, however, resolved 
on having some profit out of the ex- 
traordinary weather, built a regular 
colony on the ice-bound Thames.

_storm extended all over the country, 


and numerous lives were lost in it.

WHEN4M MIGRATION WILL CEASE 


America and Australia. Still Have Room 
for Thousands of Foreigners, 

According to Mr. Giffen a few genera- 
tions more wil] see the end of immigra- 
tion because there will be no room for 
more immigrants, all the blank habita- 
ble space having=been occupied. Mr. 
Giffen is a master of statistics, says the 
London Standard, but. his manipulation 
of figures in support of this rather dis- 
mal theory is open to objection. Take 
the case of the United States—at the 
present time the’ most attractive emi- 
gration field. Uncle Sam’s territory, 
exclusive of Alaska, amounts, speaking 
roughly, to about 3,000,000 square 
miles. One-third of this Mr. Giffen de- 
ducts as uninhabitable; but if ever the 
rest of the country becomes as popu- 
lous as Western Europe the Americans 
will soon find means of utilizing and 
fertilizing their sage-brush and alkali 
deserts. 

Then of the remaining 2,000,000 
Square miles he says that only about 
100,000 square miles remain to be culti- 
vated, implying that this is the only 
tratt open to the agricultural immi- 
grant. But any one who has visited 
that ‘“‘great sloven continent,” as Na- 
thaniel Hawthorne styled America, 
will know that, although the remain- 
ing nineteen-twentieths have been al- 
ienated from the State and have be- 
come private property, only a small 
percentage of this area is cultivated, in 
the sense in which cultivation is under- 
stood in such countrics 
Holland and Belgium. 

In the State of New York alonc. de- 
spite the big city at its southern ex- 
tremity, there are hundreds of square 
miles of wild land—land which ceuld 
and would be cultivated if the pressure 
of population needed it.

NEW METHODS OF WARFARE. 


Electricity Applied to the Firing of Gat- 
ling Guna, 

Recent experiments at the naval prov- 
ing ground with a Gatling gun attached 
to an electric motor have determined a 
new method for firing this class of 
ordnance on shipboard, says the New 
York Tribune. The results were sat- 
isfactory, and hereafter guns mounted 
on deck or aloft will be operated by a 
motor. Landing parties on shore will 
continue to fire the gun by the usual 
method. The motor attachment. is an 
improvement instituted by Dr. R. J. 
Gatling, and the plans of the arrange- 
ments \were made by the Crocker- 
Wheeler Motor Company of New York 
City. who also furnished the electrical 
appliance. The adoption of the motor 
will result in an economy of men and 


| in effort, and will increase the etticiency 


of the fire. Where betore two men 
were required to operate the Gatling 
guns, only one will be necessary here- 
after. Heretofore one man, the gun- 
ner, trained the gun and dropped the 
shot -where they would produce the 
greatest effect and another operated 
the crank which sets in motion the 
mechanism of the piece. Hy the new 
system the gunner alone trains anid op- 
erates the gun by touching « button. 

The motor is attache’! to the breech 
of the gun and moves with it in all di- 
rections. It can be detached instantly, 
the connection being a specially 
vised one, and injury to th: 
alone will not impair the usefch 
the gun. The greater steacdine 
plication by the electricity re 
Gatling gun more effective is a 
ordnance than when cperated by h: 
The serving is as certain and there 
increased regularity. These clements 
have entered into the new arrangement 
and given to the service another-use for 
the electric current.

FUTURE OF THE OYSTER. 


Its Extinction Threatened Unless New 
Methods Are Adopted. 

A recent letter from General Bradley 
T. Johnston to a Baltimore paper pre- 
dicting the extinction of the 0}-.ter beds 
unless measures shall be taken to re- 
plenish them is likely to bear good fruit. 
President Tyler, of William ord Mary 
College of Virginia, ina IlIetter to the 
Richmond Dispatch says thit this col- 
lege would gladly undertake the trust 
of experimental oyster culture. - The 
college is in the center of tiie-wate1 
Virginia, contiguous to the oyster-beds 
of James and York rivers, and the gift 
to itof a few thousand acres of oyster 
lands would enable it to work cut the 
question of oyster-culture on 2 scicntifi 
basis. The offer should enlist te r 
co-operation of the State. 

It may be true, as Florida 
say, that Indian river alone has oys- 
ter-beds enough to supply the con- 
tinent for years, or, as one journal 
puts it, that “any settler along its 
banks who wants a bed of his own 
has only to put a few palmctto iogs on 
the bottom of the river, throw a bushel 
of oysters upon it and they immedixtely 
go to growing and multiplying indefi- 
nitely.” Admitting this, it is a well- 
known fact that some of the most hith-
